Applicant argues that the Nakai reference does not teach metal plating in contact with exposed optical fibers. None of claims 1 9, 25 or 33 
have this as a claimed limiation. Claims 19 and 33 state, "a metal plating in contact with at least a portion of the second region". Further, 
applicants amendment filed on 1 1 /1 4/07 has a different claim 25 from the previous amendment. The limiations in the claim 25 that was 
rejected in the final rejection states, "a metal-plating the optical fiber having at least a portion of the cover substantially removed thereby 
providing a metal-plated optical fiber." This does not limit the invention to metal-plating directly on a bare fiber. The claim 25 submited on 
1 1/14/07 is different, yet says previously presented, and includes limiations not in the last amendment ("a metal-plating in contact with the 
optical fiber"). Since the amendment is not consistent with the past submitted claims the amendment is not entered, since it is not clear 
as to if claim 25 was supposed to be amended or if the new limitations are a mistake. If claim 25 was supposed to be amended with the 
new limitation, the amendment would not be entered because it contains new issues that would require further consideration and /or 
search 
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
